Earl Browder has been found guilty of false 
swearing in the obtaining and use of American 
passports. The testimony left no room for 
doubt as to his guilt and the jury took only 45 
ninutes to return its verdict. Yet, in accord- 
ance with traditions of mercy, the court sen- 
tenced Browder to only four years’ imprison- 
ment and a $2,000 fine. Under the law, a ten- 
year prison term and a fine of $4,000 was pos- 
sible. 
Browder is the head of the Communist party 
the United States. He has been candidate 
the presidency on that ticket and is, even 
running for one of the New York seats in 
His party a few years ago-was said to 
80,000 members. Inasmuch as recent 
world developments, including the Hitler- 
Stalin treaty, the Soviet attack on Finland, 
have made the duplicity of the Russian leaders 
of world Communism so plain even deluded 
party members in the United States san see the 
truth, that membership total must have 
shrunk.

Browder’s. political affiliations, though, have 
nothing to do with his conviction on passport 
fraud. His trial was conducted under scrupu- 
lously fair conditions. His guilt was proven 
upon grounds of law violation, Solely. There 
was absolutely no appeal, by prosecution, toa 
prejudice or to emotion. The facts in the case 
were simply laid before the jury, in coldly real- 
istic fashion, and it was left to them to inter- 
pret those facts. They did so, with a verdict of 
guilty at the end of a 45-minute session. 

Undoubtedly the few Communists in the 
United States will try, vociferously, to distort 
the facts and to shout “persecution” at the top 
of their well-developed lungs. A handful of 
Communists can make an awful lot. of noise, 
the Dies committee revealed. 

The simple truth is that, had Browder been 
Democrat, Republican, Townsendite or gullible 
Ham an’ Egger, the outcome of his trial would 
have been exactly the same.
